with the Iti-ngHn Admini- 
stration budget constraints, 
reports CNS. 

The compromise effort, 

led by Senator Mnh Dole 
(R-Kun.l, essentially would 
trim all commodity pro- 
gram h from the levels the 
committee drafted in the 
original mark-up session, 
which put outlays several 
trillion dollars above ad- 
ministration goals. The not 
result would ho similar to a 
simple extension of the 1977 
Farm Act. 

The Hupuhlican caucus 
has privately agreed to a cap 
oil the furmer-iioM reserve, 
and also to forego indexing 
of target prices, However, 
target prices will remain in 
the committee's version of 
the bill, lies pile continued 
opposition from Agriculture 
Sccretaiy John Block. 

The compromise includes 
the following proposals: 

• A reduction in the 
minimum wheat loan rate to 
$3.60 per bushel from the

• Elimination of the car- 
ryover trigger mechanism 
of i billion bushels that 
would mandate deficiency 
payments.

4.60 and 4.80 por bushol, 
respectively, for the 1982-86 
crop years. 

• A mininium corn loan 


rati' of £2. l'»0 compared with 
the currently planned S3. 66 
per bushel for tin* life* of the 
four-year bill. 

• A lU-cent reduction in 
corn target prices to S2.HU. 
2.%. 3.10 and 3.26 per 
bushel for 1982-85. 

• Elimination nf the 1.7- 
billion-biisliel carryover 
clnu.se lli at would trigger 
deficiency paymenLs fur 
corn. 

■ A cap of I billion 
bushels on the? farmer-held 
feed grain reserve. 

• Minimum target prices 
for cotton of 71, 76, 85 and 
03 cents per lb., respective- 
ly, for the 1982-85 crops, 
rather than indexing prices 
to cost of production. 

• Cotton loan rates to bu 
adjusted based on product 
costs, as undercurrent law. 

» It ice target prices of no 
loss Limn $11.23, 12.14, 
12.70 and 13.60 per cwl fur 
the 1982-86 crop years. 

• Loan rales for rice to 
remain based on an average 
market price anrl production 
cost formula. 

• The minimum loan rate 
for poonuLs to be cut to $631 
por short ton from the $060 
agreed to two weeks ago. 

• Dairy support prices of 
between 70 and 90% of 
purity, but with a semi- 
annual adjustment on April 
if necessary. 

• A sugar loan rate of 
19.6 cents, rather than at 
44 % of purity. 

• Sugar loans to be repaid 
in the fiscal year they are 
taken out. 

• Authority for the com- 
modity credit corp. revolv- 
ing fund to remain intact, 
but with no specified 
appropriation levels.

Mid-May beef prices 
up, says NCA survey 


The average price of 
five retail beef cuts in 
mid-May was $2.46 per 
lh., up $0.16 from a 
month earlier, according 
to a monthly 19-city retail 
beef survey complied by 
the National Cattlemen's 
Assn. 

“Most of the price 
upturn was in steak 
prices, which tend to rise 
seasonally in the 
spring," said Bill Swan, 
NCA president. 

Reports CNS, of the 
five cuts in the survey, 
sirloin and t-bonc steak 
increased $.29 per lb. 
each. Sirloin jumped 
from $2.77 to $3.06. 
while t-bone jumped to 
$3.66 from $3.37. Round 
steak was $2.62, up from 


$2.36. 

While steak price 
increases wore fairly 
large, ground beef and 
chuck roast prices incre- 
ased only slightly, 
Swann said. Ground beef 
wes$1.45, up from $1.44 
last month, and chuck 
roast was $1.60, up from 
$1.67. 

The higher prices were 
the result of smaller 
meat supplies, higher 
wholesale beef prices 
and light speclaiing of 
beef by retailers, Swann 
said. In the last two 
weeks wholesale beef 
prices have dropped, 
which will affect retail 
beef prices in the next 
couple of weeks, Swann 
said. 


A group of Mexican cattle 
ranchers have received 
permission from U.S. and 
Texas officials to transfer 
10,000 head of cattle to El 
Paso, Texas, feedlots for 
fnUening and return to 
Mexico, a U.S. agricultural 
attache in Mexico reported. 

According to CNS, th^ 
project, which could even- 
tually transform Mexico's 
cattle industry and aiso 
benefit U.S. border area 
feedlots, was prompted by 
the high price and occasion- 
al unavailability of grain in 
northern Mexico. 

For example, a Chihua- 
hua rancher can truck steers 
to El Paso for 90 days 
feeding at a cost of 60 cents 
per lb. . compared with 
almost 70 cents per lb. 
feeding cost in Mexico, the 
attache said. 

The cattle are prohibited 
from being sold in the U.S. 
and must be exported to 
Mexico before expiration of 
a temporary import bond. 
Currently, there is no 
concern that the animals 
will, not return to Mexico 
because of the 10-to 
16-cent-per-lb. premium in 
the Mexican market, he 
said. 

However, a number of 
border feedlots have hesti- 
tated to participate in the 
program because of concern 
that a Mexican rancher 
could back out of his feeding 
costs. An association has 
been formed to guarantee 
payment of all feed bills 
incurred by any one 
Mexican rancher, to ease 
this concern. 

The project has been 
limited to steers because of 


USDA restrictions on the 
importation of feeder heif. 
era as insurance against 
brucellosis. Approximately 
10 % of the steers sent to 0 
Paso for feeding have been 
disqualified by the USDA's * 
animal health division, ifo 
attache said.

In uddition to the 90-day 
feed program already in 
effect, plans for a supple- 
mentary 1 10-to 120-da; 
feeding project are in the 
works in an attempt to 
eventually take over the 
high-quality beef market 
currently dominated by con- 
traband U.S. meat, he said. 
In the next phase of the 
project, Mexican ranchers 
will transfer 20,000 head to 
the U.S. 

Based on current costs, 
Mexican ranchers can profit 
by sending cattle hs hr 
north as Amarillo, Texas, 
the report said. 

Texas approves 
check-off system 

The Texas Beef Promo 
tion Coordinating Commit- 
tee met recently to finalize 
plans for a voluntary 
deduction of 25 cents per 
head on all cattle and calves 
sold in the state. 

All funds— potentially 
$2.1 million— will be for- 
warded to the Beef Industry 
Council of the Meat Board 
to strengthen consumer 
demand for beef through 
expanded national proi 
grama of beef promotion, 
nutrition research and Con- 
sumer education.

The volume figure is the 
number of transactions, and the value is the dollar amount of those 
transactions.

Rain eases selling pressure

Recent rain tliroughout 
much of the drouth-stricken 
grasslands has taken some 
of the immediate pressure 
off cattlemen to sell cows 
and feeder calves . according 
to analysts contacted by 
CNS. .... 

There had been some 1 
serioua water shortage 
problems In parts of 
Missouri, Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma and the Dakotas, the 
analysts said, especially a 
shortage of. pond water. The 
dry weather forced an 
above-normal number of 
feeder cattle and cows Into 
the market during the 


spring, they said. 

The rain should limit the 
abnormal movement of 
cattle that has occured this 
spring, according to Tommy 
Beall, director of research 
for Cattle-Fax. The rain has 
returned the cattle industry 
to "normal conditions" of 
Bpring, he said. 

The rain has "bought 
time” for the livestock 
industry until July, Beall 
said, when the moiBture 
situation could become a 
problem again. 

Pasture conditions have 
improved substantially be- 
cause of the rain. Non-fed 


steer, heifer and cow 
slaughter should begin to 
decline, said Mike Sands, 

Kansas State University 
agricultural economist. 

Presently, there are less 
feeder cattle on grass thnn 
(Continued on page 1 1) .

U.S. pork supplies will be 
plentiful in Juno while buof 
supplies romnin u do quote, 
the USDA said in its recent 
Food Marketing Alert. 

Weekly pork output in 
June Ls expected to uverage 
9 to 11% below record-high 
1980 rates, but slightly 
above the average 1978-80 
production rote for the 
month. Beof production will 
be 2 to 4% below June 1980 
levels, and 4 Lo 6% behind 
the 1978-80 average for the 
month. Marketings of grass 
and grain fed animals 
should decline, USDA said. 

Broilers, fryers and tur- 
keys should all be plentiful 
in June, with Broiler and 
Fryer output 3 to 4% above 
last June. Turkey output in 
June will bo 1 to 5% above 
1980, and .beginning . In 


Juno, cold storage holdings 
will bo 16 lo 20% higher 
than one year earlier. 

Eggs are also expected to 
Iki plentiful. Output is 
expected lo range as much 
as 2 To higher than 1980. 

Fresh and frozen potato 
supplies will be adequate, 
but USDA noted that frozen 
potato holdings are below 
normal and fresh potato 
storage holdings at the 
beginning of May in 
fall-crop states were down 
33% from relatively heavy' 
1980 levels. 

Peanut supplies will 
remain loss than needed, as 
shortages due to Iho 
drought-reduced 1980 crop 
continue. Rice supplies will 
lie plentiful because of the 
record high 1980 crop, 
USDA said.

Dr. Frank Bryan of the 
Centers for Disease Control 
in Atlanta, Ga., was the 
opening speaker' at the 
ninth annual Rocky Moun- 
tain ponferenco on Food 
Safety held recently in 
Denver. 

Bryan spoke on food 
deterioration citing contam- 
ination , survival and growth 
as three factors which must 
occur before air borne 
bacteria will lead to food 
related disease. 


"Wo can’t preventorgan- 
iams from reaching food,” 
said Bryan. "These are 
common organisms that are 
present in the soil, air, on 
the bodies of animals, In our 
homes and on our hands. 

Where beef is concerned, 
Bryan said shelf life is 
affected by the level of the 
meat's contamination and 
the temperature at which 
the meat is stored. "Tem- 
perature, from a preserva- 
tion standpoint. Is one of the 
best tools we have," said 
Bryan. Although many 
harmful bacteria thrive at 


refrigerator temperatures, 
most are inactive when 
subjected to freezing tem- 
peratures. 

Leftover meat and meat 
dishes should be cooled as 
rapidly as possible, accord- 
ing to Bryans Stored meat 
should not be placed in 
layers which are over four 
inches deep, he said, 
because cooling will be 
impulsed. 

Improper cooling was 
cited by Bryan os the major 
factor contributing to food 
borne disease. In a recent

Reports CNS, Molitor 
said that Denmark, Norway, 
West Germany, the Nether- 
lands, England and the U.S. 
make up a vanguard for 
innovative social policy 
making. Generally the U.S. 
lags behind other countries 
by six to eight years, which 
would enable the U.S. to see 
what issues are forthcoming 
and how other countries 
handlethem.ho said. 

In many countries, sugar 
is the major target for 
consumption reduction, ac- 
companied by increased 
consumption of cereals, 
fruits nnd vegetables, he 
said. Sugar in England 
accounts for 17% of total 
calorics consumed, and 
recommendations are to 
reduce it to 10%, he said. 

Another trend currently 
popular in several countries 
is the listing of fat contenL 
and composition, some- 
times in minute detail on 
product labels. Gross Intake 
of fats is highest in the 
affluent nations, many of 
which are adopting goals to 
reduce consumption, he 
said. 


Americans have already 
moved to lower fat intake in 
many cases ami further 
red net inns are likely, he 
said. 

But listing nf chemical 
ingredients in minute detail 
is a dubious task, Molitor 
said. Consumer under- 
standing is very limited and 
their use of the information 
is also limited. 

In the future, individuals 
may be able to receive 
chemical breakdowns of 
food from a home or 
company computer, allevia- 
ting the need for labeling, 
he said. 

In the meanLime, con- 
sumer issues will remain an 
important factor, Molitor 
said. Consumerism is ex- 
pected to be strong from 
1978 to 1998, peaking in 
1993, he said. Currently 
3,000 to 4,000 issues are 
waiting federal government 
resjmnse, he said. But 
consumerism worldwide is 
now sluggish because of 
large defense outlays, spi- 
raling inflation, anti-regula- 
tion sentiments and tax -cut- 
ting moods. 

Also, with the advent of 
technological abilities to 
detect components of food 
down to a single atom, there 
is a need to reassess 
out-of-date policies, such as 
the zero tolerance mandate 
in the Delaney Clause. The 
Delaney Clause requires 
any ingredient found to be 
cancer-causing to be ban- 
ned.

Wheat agreement of 1971 extended 


Deputy Secretary of Agri- 
culture Richard E. Lyng 
recently signed protocols 
for extending the Interna- 
tional Wheat Agreement of 
1971, which was due to 
expire on June 30. The 
protocols will now be 
submitted to the Senate for 
ratification. 

The Wheat Trade Con- 
vention of 1971 and the 
Food Aid Convention of 
1980 together comprise the 
International Wheat Agree- 
ment of 1971 . The protocols 
for a two-year extension of 
the conventions were adopt- 
ed in London, March 6, 
1981. 

This sixth extension of 
the Wheat Trade Conven- 
tion, like the five previous 
extensions, maintains the

TheNatlonal Cattlemen's 
Assn . has asked that federal 
agencies stop issuing die- 
tary advice which, without 
scientific justification, is 
biasod against beef and 
other animal products. 

NCA's recommendation 
regarding nutrition policy 
was made In letters and 
statements sent to the 
secretaries of agriculture 
and of health and human 
services. The comment was 
in response to a request 
from Vice President George 
Bush for input on burden- 
some and ill-advised gov- 
ernment regulations and 
programs. 

NCA also made recom- 
mendations to the White 
House nnd to the approp- 
riate departments and 
agencies on regulations 
dealing with food safety, 
taxes and environmental 
matters. 

The association's state- 
ment on the diet-health 
issue noted that officials 
have previously used certain 
laws as the basis for telling 
. Americans what to eat or 
. not e&t. Several publications 
and reports by USDA, HHS 
and the Surgeon General’s 
office were cited. 


attention to indications that 
the government reports 
have contributed, unjustifi- 
ably, to the perception that 
beef may be an unhealthy 
food. The cabinet officials 
were Bsked to see that any 
future nutrition information 
is more accurate, unbiased 
and based on peoper clinical 
and scientific evidence. 

Another NCA statement 
to administration officials 
dealt with food safety laws 
and the regulation of such 
substances as antibiotics as 
growth promoting agents in 
feeds and sodium nitrite as 
a food preservative in meat 
products. The association 
explained why present laws 
are scientifically outmoded 
and too inflexible— result- 
ing in present or threatened 
inefficiencies in food pro- 
duction. For one thing, it 
was emphasized, more 
realistic benefit and risk 
assessment procedures are 
needed. 


In the tax area, NCA 
described an adverse regu- 
lation relating to the estate 
tax valuation of real 
property. The association 
also criticized a proposed 
Internal Revenue Service 
regulation restricting the 
investment tax credit on 
single purpose agricultural 
structures. 

Called to the attention of 
Interior Department and 
Environmental Protection 
Agency officials were sev- 
eral regulations dealing 
with land, water and animal 
damage control.

less fat. 

These arc characteristics 
of today’s more desirable 
market animal, according to 
livestock industry experts 
interviewed at tho recent 
University of Nebraska 
County Fair Livestock Jud- 
ging Clinic. 

Although trends in live- 
stock types often occur, Dan 
Gee, livestock judging team 
coach at South Dakota State 
University in Brookings, 
says these have affected the 
sheep industry less than 
olhers. Gee, one of four 
official judges at the clinic 
who were interviewed, says 
while the popularity of 
sheep is increasing, fewer 
fnds and trends are bene- 
ficial. 

One current trend in 
sheep production is toward 


u heavier weight market 
lamb. This is desirable, 
according to Gee, as it gives 
"more pounds for the 
producer to work with and a 
bigger loin eyo," a plus in 
marketing lamb to the 
consumer. 

By sticking to the basic 
types, such as a more 
leaner, muscular market 
Iamb, producers will come 
outahead, Gee says. 

Jack Eberspacher, a 
cattle buyer from Beaver 
Crossing, Neb. agrees with 
the presence of fads, but 
sees more in the show ring. 
Eberspacher says, 1 ‘In 
cattle shows a lot of fads are 
started by the leaders and 
sometimes judges are pull- 
ed into judging this way to 
keep up with the fnd. But 
really, the producers are 


trying tn establish n 
different typo lieef pro- 
duct." 

There is a need to be more 
consistent in the type of 
cattle used in today’s 
shows, says Eberspacher. 

1 ’The cattle selected as 
winners in the shows must 
relate to the important 
phase of the industry, which 
is moving a desirable 
animal from the packing 
house to the dinner tabic," 
he states. 

Leaner type beef cattle 
are more prominent today 
because of consumer de- 
mands, says Eberspacher, 
but there is a need to 
educate the feeder, so cattle 
won't be overfed. "More 
red meat pounds and less 
fat in a beef unimal is 


nm-.ssnry for this industry 
In survive," hi- explains. 

Inconsistency in breeding 
nnd variations in selection 
techniques are affecting the 
type of dairy cow seen 
today, believes a registered 
Holstein breeder from Wal- 
ton, Neb. Gary Ossonkop 
says, ' 1 Uy getting away 
from selecting a typo and 
selecting animals on milk 
production only, breeders 
hegin to lose the function of 
the cow." 

With rising maintenance 
costs, Ossenkop believes 
breeders need to improve 
longevity in their cow herd 
and to improve the strength 
of the cow to maintain 
production. A more func- 
tional type cow will benefit 
the entire dairy industry, 
Ossenkop stales. 

High feed costs also have 


an effect upon breeders in 
the hog industry. Jnu 
Llimig, a Duroc breeder 
from Atlantic, Iowa, says a 
strong, durable and feed 
efficient animal is needed to 
handle today's stressful 
conditions. A wider, deeper 
chested animal is stronger 
and therefore more desir- 
able. 

Dimig warns producers 
must continually breed for 
structural soundness, "be- 
cause In the past hogs were 
too stretchy and narrow and 
often not strong enough to 
Lake the conditions of their 
environment." 

In looking to the future, 
Dimig would like to see hog 
breeders keep a good 
carcass while continually 
improving other traits such 
as conception rato and litter 
size. 


Geo agrees breeders 
must try to get nwuy from a 
narrow-bodied, light- 
muscled non-productive hog 
in order to get a deeper, 
thicker muscled animal that 
often is easier to raise. 

Largo litters make it 
easier and foster to reach 
swine breeding goals of 
producing more desirable 
animals as compared to 
heef, sheep and dairy 
animals, says Gee. 

Producers need to breed 
for those characteristics 
which make a desirable 
market animal, oven in the 
face of several trends in 
livestock types , according to 
Goe. "A leaner, heavier 
muscled animal will make 
faster gains and hopefully 
he a profit to the whole 
industry," he concludes.

The next time hay prices 
begin to climb, cattlemen 
may have another ace they 
can play— feeding aramon- 
iated wheat straw. 

According to Oklahoma 
Slate University, literally 
tons of wheat 9traw are 
wasted each year through 
burning or plowing under. 
Little wheat straw has been 
fod to cattle, primarily 
because the animals won’t 
oatil readily. 

Also, when cattle do eat 
the straw, digestibility is 
relatively low and the crude 
protein level Is only about 
3.6%., 

However, Oklahoma 
Stale University animal 
nutritionist Gerald Horn 
believes the Btraw can be 
tod— by treating it with 

anhydrous ammonia. ■ 

This does three major 
; things; 1) It increases 
digestibility by breaking 
down some of the cell wall of 
the straw. 2) Cows seem to 
eatmoreofit. 3) It raises the 
crude protein level consid- 
erably, perhaps to as high 
.aal0%. . 

Horn has some words of 
caution before you invest 
, me equipment and labor in 
treating this year’s wheat 
.ahaw harvest; 

■■First, he warns it is 
i'i-. imperative not to cut down 
, 0n fir® regular amount of 
^■• protein supplement you are 
; feeding until he and his 
; associates at the Oklahoma

supplement. But even re- 
ducing the amount of 
supplement fed could feas- 
ibly be disastrous," Horn 
says. 

Horn believes the cows 
fared well on the ammonia- 
led straw primarily because 
they ate more than they did 
of the untreated straw, 
although there is some 
Increase in digestibility. 

• ‘What we can say at this 
point is that ammoniated 
straw compares favorably 
with native range in a mild 
winter situation, and that it 
does much better than 
untreated straw in all 
cases," Horn says. 

But is wheat Btraw 
ammoniation a profitable 
thing to do? 

"It depends on your 
individual situation. If you 
have all the native range 
you need to carry your cows 


through the winter, it 
probably wouldn’t be worth 
your time. But if you are 
looking for ways to stretch 
what range you have— then 
it might work for you," 
Horn explains. 

He also points out that 
this work was conducted 
using open cows. They plan 
to do more work using 
pregnant cows in the future. 
Pregnant cows require 
additional supplement, es- 
pecially through the last 
third of their pregnancy, 
according to Horn. 

Another phaee of ammon- 
iated wheat straw research 
Horn is conducting involves 
using a special apparatus to 
inject anhydrous ammonia 
into the straw as it is being 
baled. They have already 
conducted some work in this 
area, but have taken it 
'■back to the drawing 
board , " for refinements .

Hnnlsbarger explained 
thul spores of Nosemn 
locuslau can he produced in 
laboratory -grow n popula- 
tions of grasshoppers.'

One labortory-infected 
grasshopper will produce 
enough spores to treat two 
acres, but people expecting 
quick control of grass- 
hoppers to prevent damage 
will be disappointed, Hants- 
barger said. 

He mentioned advan- 
tages with the new control. 
The product is safe and 
produces long-term results. 
Nosema locustae affect only 
grasshoppers and crickets, 


so they posi* no threat to 
people, [limits nr animals. 

Spores of this protozoan 
will carry over into subse- 
quent yours through dead 
bodies of grasshoppers and 
ii Iso through overwintering 
of eggs. Iluntsborgcr said, 
“We cun reasonably expecL 
viable spores of this disease 
to carry over, for several 
years in an area." 

Several trade-name pro- 
ducts of this Nosema are 
available: Grasshopper 

Spore, Hopper-Stopper and 
Locucide. Hantsbarger said 
he anticipates Nosema 
locustae probably will be in 
short supply this season. 

He suggests that those 
interested In trying this 
microbial insecticide first 
use a conventional chemical 
control, such as Sevin or* 
Sevin Bait, for a quicker' 
knockdown of damaging 
populations. 

"Then in one or two 
weeks, use the Nosema bait 
to control survivors and to 


ohiiiin more long-term 
control measures," sug- 
gested the specialist.

"marital deduction" for 
small estates. 

Simply put, the marital 
deduction allows up to 
iine-hnlf of n husband's 
estate or $260,000. which- 
ever is grantor, to pass lux 
free to his wiTe. Of course, it 
could also be from n wife to ii 
surviving husband. For 
exnmplo, if we nssumo the 
husband left a two million 
dollur estate, one million 
could pass tax free to his 
wife. Subject to some 
exceptions, the out-of- 
pocket estate tax cost is: 


Assume llushuiid dies 
leaving hi.s entire $3110,000 
e.'.tnte In Wife. The iiorriml 
inuritnl deductinri is 
Si Ml ,000 (half of $300,0001. 
Since $260,000 is greater, 
that is the inuritnl deduction 
in this cose. That was 
Congrosy' “great irlen." 
Okay, then, only $50,000 
(.100,000 - $250,000) is 
(iixiihh 1 . Look at the table 
nhnve. The “tax cost" on a 
850,000 “Luxuhle estate" is 
ZERO. Great! But, what 
happens when Wife dies? 
Assume she spent $50,000 
nnd dies with $250,000. The 
table shows you an out-of- 
pocket lax Cost of $23,800. 

Could this have been 
avoided? YES. If Huaband 
had left one-half of his 
estate to Wife and put the 
other half in trust for her 
hcnufiL, both would have 
died without any taxable 
estate. Savings -$23,800. 

No. I don't expect you to 
updcrstnnd every fine point 
of the marital deduction. 
Hut be forowarned, one of 
the moat common errora in 
estnte planning is "over- 
funding the marital." This 
means leaving too much to 
the wife. The estate tax 
picture may look good when

U.S. Feed Grain Council 
President Darwin Stoltc has 
projected a U.S. feed grain 
export goal during 1985 of 
four billion bushels, a 25% 
increase from export pro- 
jections for this year, 
rejwrts CNS. 

"Using current domestic 
demands and the projected 
axport of four billion 
bushels by 3985, we are 
talking about a production 
demand of nt least 10 billion 
bushels of feed grains just

Cows between the 40th 
and 70th days of pregnancy 
should be prevented from 
grazing hazardous lupine 
either in the early spring, 
when the plants are young 
or in late summer, during 
the mature seed stage. 
Alkaloids, the chemical 
compounds in lupine re- 
sponsible for the disease, 
ore heaviest then and cows 
are most susceptible during 
that period of gestation. 

In areas where proper 
management has been 
followed and evaluations 
have been made, the 
incidence of crooked calf 


disease has been reduced 
from a 15 to 20% occurrence 
to a 1 to 2% occurrence. 

Anywhere that cattle and 
lupine come into contact the 
potential for crooked calf 
disease exists. Pregnant 
cows grazing lupine during 
the dangerous periods give 
birth to seriously deformed 
calves and there is no known 
cure for lupine poisoning. 

n Management ia the best 
way to control this prob- 
lem," says Richard F. 
Keeler, a chemist with 
USDA's Science and Educa- 
tion Administration, who 
with others at SEA’s 
Poisonous Plant Research 
Laboratory, Logan, identi- 
fied the problem-causing 
alkaloids and determined 
when deformity hazards 
were greatest.

"The idea is to keep 
animal and plant separated ‘ 
when the former is most 
susceptible and the latter 
most toxic," says Keeler. 
“In some cases, an entire 
operation might need to be 
changed from spring to fall

Keeler notes that lupine 
can be chemically controlled 
but treatments are expen- 
sive and plants may return.

THE FED CATTLE MARKET opened the week on a 
rather uneven plane in reflection to the cattle on feed report 
that was issued last week. However, tho influence of the 
report svas short lived and apparently diminished oa the 
week progressed. Buyers were very cautious and selective 
due to continued expanding slaughter rates (federal 
slaughter was estimated last week at 661,000 head, up 
1.7] % from a week ago nndup 6.64% from n year ago.] arid 
a weak dressed meat trade earlier in the week. Most buying 
interests were fairly aggressive for numbers in order to 
acquire slaughter requirements before the up-coming three 
day holiday. But, in some areas trading slowed at the close 
due to buying interests apparently not willing to carry large 
live inventories over the three day weekend. Because of 
high interest rates, meat brokers report, retailers are not 
buying very far in advance. This is also coupled with 
less-thon-desired consumer demand. But with retailers 
ordering for first-of-the-month features, beef prices ore 
expected to recover to the recent range of $102-106.

Rams’ breeding clocks thrown off 
with controlled lighting technique 


Rama managed under 
controlled lighting can be 
led to believe it's the 
October breeding season in 
May. And their readiness to 
mate and breeding success 
will approach that in fall. 

Nature programmed 
sheep to be ahort-day 
breeders, physiologist 
Bruce D. Schanbacher of 
the USDA says. The 
gradually shortening day- 
length, or photoperiod, of 
fall triggers complex hor- 
monal responses initiating 
their annual sexual cycle. 

Schanbacher simulated 
the response usually pro- 
duced by fall's short days by 
maintaining five Suffolk 
rams under a photoperiod of 
eight hours light 'and 16 
hours darkness. This photo- 
period began in late 
February and continued 
through a 3-week breeding 
season in May at the Roman 
L. Hruska U.S. Meat 
Animal Research Center, 

The Suffolk is one of the 
breeds most affected by 
photoperiod. But the short- 
day rams sired 2M times as 
many lambs as five Suffolk 
rams kept outside where the 
spring days were getting 
longer. . . .. 

The mating success of the , 
short-day rams leads Schan- 
bacher to suggest that 
exposure of both rams and 
ewes to artificial photo* 
periods may be. a useful ' 
mansgejn’erit fool for pro- 
ducing lamb . crops at 
predetermined times of 
year. .

Eighty-nine percent of 
tho ewes were mated by the 
rams under short days, and 
66% were mated by rams 
kept under the long day 
photoperiod. Lambing rates 
were 07% of ewes exposed 
to the experimental rams 
and 32% of those exposed to 
the control rams. 

Schanbacher says tho 
67% lambing rate in 
single-sire matings is com- 
parable to that from 
previous out-of-scason mat- 
ings where either multiple 
sires were used, fertility of
